WASHINGTON—About ten years ago Clar­ 
en ce Streit was coverin g Gen eva for the New 
York Times. It was his special job to report on 
the League of Nation s, often a very d iscouragin g 
assign men t. 


Mon th after mon th he saw problems affect­ 
in g the welfare of man kin d come before the 
League—white slave traffic, opium con trol, the 
in vasion of M an churia. Mon th after mon th he 
heard statesmen represen tin g on e coun try or 
m o th er rise to say that the param oun t in terests 
of the statesm an 's govern m en t would n ot perm it 
him to con cur. 


An d as time passed , Streit also heard the 
w arn in g that the d icator n ation s sought to d om­ 
in ate the earth. He heard this warn in g grow from 
a whisper to a roar. An d on ce while it was grow­ 
in g he sat d own with a pen cil an d paper an d 
ad d ed up all the resources an d wealth of the 
d emocracies an d compared them with the w ealth 
o f the d ictatorships. 
The comparison was astoun d in g. The d emoc­ 
racies con trolled more than on e-half the world ’s 
territory, 70 to 90 per cen t of the woVld ’s re­ 
sources, more than half the world ’s population . 
They con trolled every raw m aterial except silk, 
which was in the han d s of Japan . Their power 
was tremen d ous. 
The d ictatorships, on the other han d , con ­ 
trolled n ext to n othin g. Their resources were 
pitifully weak. 


Therefore Streit con clud ed that the cause of 
all the world ’s fear of d ictators was merely that 
the d emocracies would n ot pull together. On 
m an y m ajor m atters at Gen eva, Fran ce an d 
B ritain usually were In opposite corn ers. Or 
when they d id get together, the Un ited States 
w^ould n ot^ cooperate. Thus these big, bumblin g, 
pow erful d emocracies w en t through life missin g 
every trick to make the world better, while the 
loud -talkin g, fast-movin g, close-cooperatin g d ic­ 
tatorships grew In prestige an d power. 
^ 


Eng lish-Speaking Unio n 


It was at about that time that Claren ce Streit 
became d efin itely sold on the crusad e to which 
he has n ow d ed icated his life—un ion between the 
En glish-speakin g d emocracies of the world . 
Sin ce then he has resign ed from the New 
York Times. He has spen t most of his time away 
from his family campaign in g an d speakin g. He 
has scrimped his own livin g expen ses, an d out 
of them d on ated $5,000 
of his own lecture fees 
to fin an ce his organ ization of “Fed eral Un ion , 
In c.” 
No on e man has ever worked more in d ustri­ 
ously an d un selfishly for the vrell-bein g of the 
En glish-speakin g peoples than this 45-year-old 
n ew spaper man who grew up on the prairies of 
the mid west. He firm ly believes that the Un ited 
States can n ot go to w ar every two d ecad es to 
aid Great Britain , but that it must work with 
G reat Britain to head off war in ad van ce. 
Streit was born in Missouri, stampin g groun d 
of isolation ist Ben n ett Clark, an d ed ucated at 
M on tan a Un iversity, stampin g groun d of the 
equally isolation ist Burton K, Wheeler. He had 
n ot been east of the Mississippi river un til he 
en listed as a private in the 18‘.h Railway En gi­ 
n eers, on e of the first un its of the AEF to go to 
Fran ce. 


Even before that, however, the first seed s 
of “Un 'on Now’’ had been plan ted . Before Streit 
en listed an d just before the Un ited States en tered 
the war, he refused to sign a telegram sen t by 
the stud en ts of M on tan a State Un iversity un ­ 
equivocally supportin g 
Presid en t Wilson ; an d 
n ext d ay published in the college paper this ex­ 
plan ation : 
“If we had said we urge you to make the 
en tran ce of the Un ited States in to the war d e­ 
pen d en t upon the d efin i*e agreemen t of the 
Alkes to establish a league to en Xrce oeace after 


the con flict is over, then I would have been 
amon g the first to say Aye.” 


Peace Machin ery Sabotaged 
A fter the w ar he rem ain ed !n Europe, at 
first assign ed to the Versailles peace con feren ce, 
w here the d ream of a n ew peace machin ery 
grad ually was sabotaged before his eyes, later 
as Paris an d Rome correspon d en t for the Phila­ 
d elphia Public Led ger an d The New York Times. 
In Europe Streit grad ually became con ­ 
vin ced that the peoples of German y, Italy, an d 
southern Europe d id n ot have the basic back­ 
groun d for d emocratic govern men t. Servan ts in 
Austria, for in stan ce, fell on their kn ees an d 
kissed his han d . Therefore the hope of the 
world , he con clud ed , lay in cooperation between 
G reat Britain , the Un ited States, Can ad a, Aus­ 
tralia, New Zealan d an d South Africa. 
An d w ith the Un ited States, in the opin ion 
of man y people, n ow balan cin g on the ed ge of 
w ar, Sh’cil has been especiaiiy active on Capitol 
Hill an d with va"::us members of the Ad min is­ 
tration , urgin g that n ow is the time to set th* 
peace machin ery for the post-w ar period . Th* 
Un ited States, he argues, must n ot n ow make th* 
same m istake of Wood row Wilson in n ot exact­ 
in g an ad van ce pled ge from Britain regard in g 
the terms of future peace. 
He Asks Question * 


On his lecture trips, Streit reverses the usual 
form ula of havin g the aud ien ce ask question s 
of the speaker. He asks the question s; in fact, 
con d ucts his own public opin ion poll. On e ques­ 
tion he asks his aud ien ces is: 
“How man y of you are sure the Un ited State» 
will n ot be d rawn in fto the w ar?” 
On ly on e han d has been raised in respon se 
to this—at a “Keep Out cf War” meetin g at Ne­ 
wark, N. J., where Streit d ebated Norman 
Thomas. 
An other question Is: “How m an y of you 
thin k the Un ited States is goin g to get in to th* 
w ar?” This usually brin gs an affirm ative re­ 
spon se of 60 to 90 per cen t, even in such isola­ 
tion ist states as Wiscon sin . 
He also asks:“ How m an y of you thin k Bri­ 
tain can n ot win w ithout the Un ited States?” 
This also brin gs an overwhelmin gly affirm ative 
respon se. 
An other In terestin g question , an an swer to 
Lin d bergh, is: “How man y of you thin k Britain 
an d the Un ited States together would lose th* 
w ar?” Almost n o on e has agreed with Lin d bergh 
that they would lose. 
Fin ally Streit asks: “In view of our likeli­ 
hood of gettin g in to the war, how man y of you 
believe we should begin organ izin g n ow for 
peace after the w ar?” The respon se to this ¿1 
un an imous. 
League Like I t Colen le* 
However, the main poin t this crusad in g 
youn g n ewspaper man d rives home to his aud i­ 
en ces an d in his talks on Capitol Hill is that 
the Un ited States itself began as a league of 
frien d ship an d foun d it d id n ot work. On ly 
a 
hard an d fast un ion was able to keep the thir­ 
teen colon ies together. 
“The problem con fron tin g the colon ies,” 
Streit argues, “was a problem of foreign policy- 
The areas aroun d us at that time were foreign 
—Fren ch, Span ish an d British. In some of th* 
thirteen colon ies more (jrerman was spoken than 
En glish. 
“We solved that problem by un ion . It ha* 
proved the best, the firm est system of govern ­ 
m en t in the world . Before that the thirteen col­ 
on ies were embraced in a loose-kn it league of 
frien d ship which lacked authority, was always 
at sixes an d seven s. 
“Washin gton , Jefferson , Hamilton , Ad ams, 
Mad ison —the men who foun d ed so securely the 
American Un ion an d mad e so great 
a success ol 
this un tried system of in ter-state govern m en t— 
were all alive when the league of frien d ship ex­ 
isted . They tried first to make the league system 
work. They could d o n othin g with it. 
“An d our on ly hope for tomorrow Is a firm 
un ion between the peoples groun d ed in the d emo­ 
cratic system—the Un ited States an d the d iffer­ 
en t parts of the British Empire. On ly by such i 
un ion can we head off world w ar every twt 
d ecad es.”
